New York, June 12.—Soviet Russia 
has embraced private capital in one 
of the most important concessions 
granted in Russia since the revolu- 
tion. The agreement whereby W. A.: 
Harriman and company obtain con- 
trol for 20 years of the rich manga- 
rese ere properties in the Georgian 
district of. Russia was signed in Mos- 
cow Friday. « 

Terms of the agreement confirmed 
here by the Harriman company indi- 
cate a significant step by the Soviet 
government in the development of 
Russia by foreigh capital. The Har- 
riman interests receive the exclusive 
right to export Georgian manganese, 


a basic metal which is essential in 
the production of steel. In 1913 
these mines produced 1,000,000 
tons, or half of the world’s output. 

Harriman will pay the Russian 
government royalty on all ore ship- 
ped—the minimum annual royalty to 
be $1,500,000—and will pay a royalty 
and share of the net profits to the 
private owners of the manganese. 

In Moscow, Premier Rykoff describ- 
ed the Harriman and the recent Lena 
Goldfields agreements as “events of 
world-wide importance.” The terms 
granted the Harriman interests, he 
said, were calculated to attract furth- 
* foreign , to Russia. Economic 

Commissar Djerjinsky characterized 
the manganese agreement as a step- 
ping. stone toward more normal rela- 
tions between the United States and 
Russia. 

In New York, the Harriman com- 
pany issued a statement declaring the 
agreement indicated a policy on the 
part of the Soviet government “‘to in- 
terest foreign capital to help rehabili- 
tate Russia economically.” It also 
shows a disposition on the part of 
the government to recognize compensa - 
tion. to private property interests,” 
the statement said. 

The Georgian manganese deposit. 
the largest known deposit in. the 
world, is estimated to contain more 
than 70,000,000 tons of recoverable 
ore. It is located near the Black 
sea. 

European interests are associated 
with Harriman, but an American cor- 
poration will be formed to carry out 
the contract.

This done, he handed the 
weapon to the girl. A short conver- 
sation followed and then Miss Amidon 
lifted the revolver with her left hand 
and fired a shot through her left 
temple. Mills said he then picked up 
the revolver and sent a bullet through 
his right temple. — 

Mr. Ranney told Chief of Police 
Kingsbury of Wellesley that he be- 
lieved Mills’ story and that there 
would be no prosecution in the case 
unless there were further develop- 
ments. 


FEDERAL COURTS 
DOUBLED BUSINESS 
IN LAST TEN YEARS 


Washington, June 12.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)—Federal court busi- 
ness has more than doubled in‘ the last 
ten years, Attorney General Sargent 
disclosed today in a recapitulation of 
work transacted during the _ ten 
months ending April 30. 

More than 114,000 cases were ter- 
minated, but 126,000 others were 
started during the period, and United 
States court dockets showed 162,675 
proceedings pending May 1, exclusive 
of more than 6,000 cases arising out 
of the war time draft and approxi- 
mately 4,000 in active private suits. 

Actions started during the fiscal 
year 1915 totaled only 62,768. 

The New York courts had t.e larg- 
est number of cases undecided May 1 
this year, nearly 30,000 being left 
over in the southern and eastern dis- 
tricts of that state.

This takes 
idle money looking for investment and 
you will not find it at the appointed 
hour if you tax it to death.” 

Pointing out that as early as 1919 
a democratic secretary of the treasury 
urged a reduction of the war-time 
surtax rates and that another demo- 
eratic secretary of the treasury re- 
newed that recommendation a year 
or more later, Senator Underwood 
said congress had failed to make more 
than a small reduction.

From Doctors Rufus Stolp and J. 
Herrick, who attended Billy Mce- 
Clintock in his last illness, Stewart, 
upon cross-examination, gained ad- 
missions that the young man sickened 
and died during an epidemic of ty- 
phoid fever attributed to eating 
tainted sea food. 

Dr. Stolp, called first to treat the 
youth, said that a faulty diagnosis 
had been made, and it was not until 
two or three days later that a cor- 
rect one was completed. The Shep- 
herds previously had been accused of 
assuring their foster son’s death by 
administering a cathartic after the 
typhoid fever had caused perforation 
of the intestines, but Dr. Stolp testi- 
fied that he prescribed even a later 
cathartic before the correct diagndsis 
had been made. 


Fever Alone Caused Death. 


Typhoid fever alone caused the rich 

youth’s death, testified Dr. William 
D. McNally, coroner’s chemist and

sies, and no medical science in the 
I world could tell whether it was caused 
in a normal manner or by the alleged 
inoculation by Shepherd.

‘Tbe fact that 
the present moyement appears to have 
intelligent direction, is itself reassur- 
ing as to the probable fate of mis- 
sionary groups in the interior. 

The Boxer outbreak involved certain 
classes of relizious fanatics among the 
lowest. caste Chinese. It reached the 
proportion of an attempt to massacre 
all foreigners in China and the stern 
measures adopted by the ruthless 
blood thirst of the fanatics. 

The present anti-foreign movement 
springs almost entirely from student | 
circles in China. In some places, as 
in Shanghai, where it reached a stage 
of violence, the students were coop- 
erating with striking Chinese laborers.

has decided to eliminate footWall from 
its sports program, according to the 
laconic announcement carried into At- 
lanta by the telegraph wires, which 
did not, however, give the reasons for 
such an announcement, 
One is impelled to ask, after read- 


ing about the action: “Stevens? 
Football?’ and add a dainty “how 
come?” , 

However, for the benefit of those 
who do not know, Stevens is well- 
known in its particular territory and 
ll teams: in 
the field. . Considerable -time has been 
allowed students for training, which 
is something of a concession for a. 
technical school, where classes. are 
long. : 

The point of the matter as it con- 
cerned officials of the university 
hinged about that very thing. Stu- 
dents were losing too much time from 
their work, not only because of what 
they believed to be an excessive drain 
upon their hours, but also beeause so 
many of them were injured. Injuries, 
nar SOURS, kept men from their class 
work. 


Too Much Work, 

The officers who made the decision 
also discovered, they said, that in or- 
der for a football player to attain his 
best—and Stevens wanted none of this 
half-way business—he not only should 
get. out as early as possible in the 
spring for practice, but he also should 
Hang on to-severe training during the 
summer, so that when fall came he 
would be as vicious and able to inflict 
injury as his contemporaries. 

Dangerous Game. 

The “open” football game came ‘in 
for some criticism also in a statement 
issued by the dignified professors. 
The change in the rules, they held, 
has resulted in many injuries to the 
football players of Stevens institute. 

“All this,” their statement ends, “in- 
dicates a program that is impossible

Smelling : 
Would it be brutal to say that 


| Stevens probably has not received the 


same amount of advertising from its 
football that-other colleges have? Per- 
haps so and perhaps not. Not so 
mueh probably as Centre college, where 
it came to be recognized that a small 
college. can be made to resemble a 
very large and fine institution. of 
Jearning if it can only produce eyvi- 
dence of a GOOD football team. And 
that is not any new way of saying 
that some colleges take to football on 
a commercial basis. 

Even if these colleges do not stoop 
to the pein of actually financially 
persuading football players to attend 
their schools, they nevertheless take 
their football as an advertising tonic, 
and for that matter, why. shouldn’t 
they? It doesn't seem te be an un- 
pardonable sin. : 


Expensive Business. 

One of the most severe injuries to 
Stevens football probably was suf- 
fere@ when the college officials met, 
found that their roar deductions 
were perfect, and decided the outlay 
of cash to put the team in condition

As for the open game being more 
brutal than the-old one, it is to turn 
one’s back and chuckle.

21 struggling men to push a runner’ 
down, the stiff arms, and many other 
methods of butchery employed then.

I have tried this lightning manicure 
dozens of times myself.

If by some 
chance the cuticle around the nail is 
already rather dry I rub on a little 
cold cream after I’ve washed off the 
lemon juice, wipe off all that clings 
to the skin, then push the cuticle 
back again with the orangewood stick 
and polish, using a little rose color 
paste in preference to the drying pow- 
der. This takes a little longer, but 
not more than four ‘or five minutes. 
However, as I always rub my finger 
nails full of cold cream last thing at 
night, the skin is never too dry. 

If you have not much time to spend 
on yourself, by taking a little thought 
you can cut your beauty treatments 
down to a few minutes.

_“Here,” said Gray to the old man, 
“is the money I cheated you of. I 
am sorry and I beg your forgive- 
ness ”’ 

The old man’s eyes filled and his 
hands trembled as he received the 
money. Ckoked with sobbing, he 
could scarcely reply. 

“For six years,” Hill said. “I have 
prayed that you might repent and 


return my money to me. My prayers 
have been answered. God is good.” 

“Dock” Gray turned his face away 
and bit at his lower lip, which was 
trembling. Then he turned to Solici- 
tor General John A. Boykin. 

“How much did it cost the state 
of Georgia to catch me?” he asked.

More money appeared in Grays 
hand and he counted off $ into 
the hand of the solicitor general. 

“That debt is settled,” Gray re-

Gray was captured because he 
couldn’t resist writing his mother on 
Mother’s day. Inspector Bert Donald- 
son knew he would not resist the 
impulse and was in San Francisco, 
where she lives when the letter ar- 
rived. He traced it to Chicago and 
found his quarry with little trouble.

The Seedling and the Child, 
“IT begin to realize the importance 
of surroundings, both in the plant and 


in human beings, but does heredity 
count for so much less,” I. asked. 

“Heredity,” said Mr. Burbank, “is 
only the sum of all past environments, 
er in other words, environment cre- 
ates heredity. 

“In the plant world, all the charac- 
teristics and habits of the plant, all its 
variation from others of the same 
family, have been acquired at differ- 
ent times because of outside stimulus 
or surroundings acting on the plant. 

“In every plant and every animal, 

are the two powerful forces—the in- 
ner life force which makes it grow 
and develop and the outward force of 
surroundings or environment acting on 
it and producing slight changes, in- 
herent, but not necessarily tangible, 
pin each generation. 
“These changes are handed down 
and by repetition become habits or, 
as they are called, acquired charac- 
teristics, and this is heredity. 

‘All characteristics of plants or 
animals have been acquired from time 
to time from the action of outside in- 
fluences or environment, and although 
not always evident, they exist within 
as hiddén traits and may be brought 
out in the plant by crossing and se- 
lection, just as fragrance and new 
colors are brought out in flowers 
which have not had them for genera- 
tions, or never, new combinations giv- 
ing wholly new tangle forms and 
qualities.” 

“It makes one reflect on the appli- 
eation of all this to human beings,” 
I remarked. 


“Plants and human beings are all 
part of one life, and have many things 
in common,” said Mr. Burbank, “they 
depend mutually on each other and 
the same laws apply to both.’ 

“So a child may inherit traits or 
talents from ancient ancestors that 
sometimes are only developed by cer- 
tain surroundings,” I asked. 

“Yes, particularly if the influences 
are applied during childhood, just as 
in the seedling. ‘AS the twig is bent, 
the tree is inclind.’ 

“What about a. sive?” 

“Ah t” said Mr. Burbank with a 
emile, “we are getting far afield, but 
we may look at one angle of a big 
question. 

“A genius might be defined as 
human being whose brain fibre atthe 
peculiarly fitted to receive impres- 
sions and to acquire knowledge or the 
power to express beauty in art, music 
or language. 

“But if such a human being as a 
child were placed on an island among 
savages, nothing in his surroundings 
would bring out his inner possibili- 
ties, which had been inherited and 
which depend on environment for 
their development and manifestation.” 

‘Then we are born vith all kinds 
of traits and possibilities and they 
are either developed or smothered by 
our environment or our life surround- 
ings?

“Yes, and just as within the seed 
lies folded all the past history of the 
plant—its struggles, its adaptation to 
its surroundings, its life for thousands 
of years—so in every human being 
is stored all past experiences and ac- 
quired characteristics.”

ITALIAN CHIEF URGES

Rome. June 12,—(By the Associ- 
ated Press.)\—lIncrease of italy’s 
grain output is the task undertaken 
by Premier Mussolini. This, he said 


today, is one of Italy’s major. prob- 
lems, and if it could be solved the 
necessity for importing grain would 
be eliminated and one of the princi- 
pal causes of ‘tthe low value of the 
lira wou'd be removed. 

Mussolini announced he would be- 
come an agricultural expert aiter re- 
ceiving a group of agriculturists who 
osked that provisions be made to in- 
crease Italian harvests. He said: he 
would assume personal control as 
soon as possible, of the “grain battle” 
which he said it was necessary to win 
in order to contribute to tke sélution 
of the nation’s monetary problem. 

The present weakness of the Italian 
exchange has resulted primarily from 
the importation of grain duriag the 
current year, Mussolini said.
